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collision 
leads to 
calls for 
changes 

FRESH calls have been 
made for urgent changes to 
Welshpool’s controversial 
one-way system after two 
elderly sisters were left with 
serious injuries following a 
collision with a car. 

Moy Jones and Mona 
Broxton, of Welshpool, were 
hit by a car when they were 
crossing Church Street in 
the town. Mrs Jones suf¬ 
fered a broken leg, while 
Mrs Broxton suffered a bro¬ 
ken arm. 

Mrs Jones’s daughter, Di¬ 
anne Jones, has called for 
action. 

She said:“They both could 
have been killed and I am 
so grateful that this isn’t a 
fatal accident. 

“The system which we 
have now got in town is not 
satisfactory, especially for el¬ 
derly people. It has not been 
satisfactory since day one. 

“Church Street is very 
dangerous and has been an 
accident waiting to happen. 
Is this what it takes for 
changes to be made, or will 
someone have to be killed?” 

Mrs Jones added: “As a 
driver of 30 years experi¬ 
ence, it is a shambles when 
you have traffic trying to 
merge and cross over in a 
space of 50 yards.” 

Changes have been 
recommended by Powys 
County Council including 
a box junction in Church 
Street, while Welshpool 
Town Council has called for 
the system to be subject to a 
20mph speed limit 

MP tells of 
power plans' 
toll on public 

PLANS to build windfarms 
and electricity pylons across 
Mid Wales and Shropshire 
are causing “stress and 
fear”, MP Glyn Davies has 
said. 

A public inquiry is looking 
into plans for five wind tur¬ 
bines while National Grid 
is planning a power line 
stretching from northern 
Powys to Welsh Frankton, 
near Oswestry. 

But Mr Davies, MP for 
Montgomeryshire, said the 
issue threatened to “dese¬ 
crate the landscapes of our 
beautiful countryside”. 

Mr Davies said National 
Grid and wind farm de¬ 
velopers “have caused more 
unhappiness, stress, div¬ 
ision and genuine fear than 
anything else I can recall in 
my lifetime”. 


Exams joy for village primary school

FESTIVE fever has hit schools throughout the 
Oswestry and Welshpool areas with many staging 
traditional nativity plays to celebrate Christmas. 

Among them was Gobowen Primary School 
which had a further reason to celebrate after rising 
46 places to reach second place in the latest Shrop¬ 
shire school league table following impressive key 
stage two SAT results. 

Every one of the 13 Year 6 pupils who took the 
tests gained level four or above in reading, writing 
and maths. 

School headteacher Lucy Luke said: “The school 
has been in a period of rapid change and improve¬ 
ment over the past 16 months, with a greater em¬ 
phasis being placed on providing a more creative 
curriculum and giving pupils greater responsibility 
for driving their own learning forward. 

“A more targeted use of assessment and data has 
ensured that children are able to make rapid and 
sustained progress. 

“Governors have risen to the challenge of im¬ 
proving the school. 

“The monitoring committee and link governor 
visits are working well. 

“They recognise they are now better informed by 
leaders and are beginning to be more challenging 
in holding them to account for the impact of their 
actions. 

“The successes that are being seen are down 
to the commitment of children, staff, parents and 
governors in driving forward and embedding the 
vision of the school, which is paramount if we are 
to sustain the improvements that we have already 
seen in such a short space of time. 

“Leaders recognise this is only the start of the 
journey and have appropriate plans in place to take 
the school forward further.” 

Other schools placed in the top 20 in the league 
table included Morda Primary School in 11th place, 
West Felton School in 12th place, Trefonen School 
in 16th place and Chirbury School in 18th place. 


DOUBLE ROADS 
DEATH TRAGEDY 


TWO people have died in two 
days after separate crashes 
on roads near Oswestry. 

The first tragedy happened on 
Wednesday when a man died after the 
van he was driving was involved in a 
crash with a lorry on the A5. 

The second death happened after a crash 
on Thursday at Woolston Bank near Oswestry 
when a car collided with a garden wall. 

The tragedy on Wednesday, which happened 
just south of the A5 Gledrid roundabout, was 
the second fatality on the same stretch of road 
in a month. 

The 35-year-old man who died in the collision 
has not been named by police, while the lorry 
driver is not believed to have been injured. 

Steve Parry, spokesman for West Midlands 
Ambulance Service spokesman, said: “We 
were called to the incident on the A5 between 
Gobowen and Gledrid just after 9.35am. 

“A paramedic in a rapid response vehicle to-

gether with a paramedic officer and resources 
from the Welsh Ambulance Service including 
the Welsh Air Ambulance attended the scene. 

“Crews attended a road traffic collision in¬ 
volving a van and lorry. 

“Sadly, it quickly became apparent that noth¬ 
ing could be done to save a male patient who 
was confirmed dead at the scene.” 

The road was closed for several hours while 
emergency crews dealt with the incident. 

Last month Peter Oleszkiewicz, from Wrex¬ 
ham, died when his Peugeot 307 was involved 
in a collision with a lorry on the A5 between the 
Halton roundabout at Chirk and the Ruabon 
junction. 

Chirk councillor Ian Roberts said the col¬ 
lision at Gledrid was another tragedy for the 
area. 

He said: “It is a tragedy at any time of the 
year and it is so sad to hear of another fatal 
crash on our area’s roads. 

“A lot has been tried to make the roads safer 


but I think the A5 should be made a dual car¬ 
riageway because of the lay-out of it at the mo¬ 
ment is so dangerous.” 

Meanwhile, a woman died after her car 
crashed into a garden wall on the corner of 
Woolston Bank near Oswestry shortly before 
4pm on Thursday, the victim being declared 
dead at the scene. 

Claire Brown, a West Midlands Ambulance 
Service spokeswoman, said: “When the ambu¬ 
lance staff arrived, they found a car which had 
been involved in a significant collision with a 
garden wall. 

“Sadly, it quickly became apparent that noth¬ 
ing could be done to save the single occupant of 
the car, a woman, and she was confirmed dead 
on scene.” 

Police say that close family of the woman 
have been informed. 

The road was closed between Maesbury and 
Knockin for a number of hours and was reo¬ 
pened by 7.30pm. 

Anyone who witnessed the incident is urged 
to contact police on 101 quoting incident 437 of 
December 18.

Raids at 
houses 
sparking 
worries 

ELDERLY people feel un¬ 
safe in their homes after 
recent terrifying burglaries 
in the Oswestry area where 
raiders have confronted 
their victims, the town’s 
mayor has said. 

The worries have peaked 
after three men broke into 
an 80-year-old woman’s 
house in College Road and 
rifled through her posses¬ 
sions while she was in bed 
before waking her to tell her 
she had been burgled. 

The thieves broke into 
the house at about 7pm on 
Wednesday evening last 
week and searched for val¬ 
uables before going upstairs 
to tell the victim there had 
been a break-in. 

It follows a daytime 
burglary last month in 
Gobowen when an 86-year- 
old woman was locked in a 
room by four men as they 
searched her home. 

Oswestry Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor John Gareth Jones, 
who is also the chairman 
of the Oswestry Senior Cit¬ 
izens club in Lome Street, 
said: “I was at the club this 
weekend and sadly the talk 
was all about the burglary 
in College Road. People are 
really worried. 

“Your house is the one 
place where you should feel 
safe.” 

Oswestry police are urg¬ 
ing people to adopt the latest 
crime prevention Lighten 
Up campaign, reminding 
residents that their home is 
less likely to be burgled if it 
appears occupied. 

Hearing over 
rail crash is 
adjourned 

THE trial of a man charged 
with endangering the safe¬ 
ty of train passengers and 
crew following a rail crash 
near Welshpool has been ad¬ 
journed. 

The trial of John Elwyn 
Roberts, 74, of Oldford Rise, 
Welshpool, who denies the 
charge, was due to start at 
Mold Crown Court. 

Judge Niclas Parry was 
told the defendant was in 
hospital and he adjourned 
the case until January. The 
crash between the train 
and a tractor and trailer 
occurred at a farm crossing 
close to Buttington Hall on 
July 16. The charge alleges 
Roberts endangered railway 
users following the crash 
between the train and the 
trailer.

Flooding hits area after downpour

FIELDS around Welshpool and 
Oswestry turned into lakes after heavy 
rain downpours hit the area. 

Some rural roads were also affected 
by the adverse weather conditions, 
with many impassable. 

The Environment Agency issued 
flood warnings and flood alerts in vari¬ 
ous parts of the region following heavy 
rain on Thursday night last week. 

Areas affected included communities 
along the River Vyrnwy near Oswestry 
including Maesbrook and Melverley,. 

Around Welshpool the A458 was 
closed in both directions between 
the town and Mallwyd, Machynlleth, 


where much of the road follows the 
route of the River Banwy, while land in 
the Buttington area was also flooded. 
The A490 running past Welshpool Air¬ 
port was also forced to close, although 
some drivers ignored signs and found 
themselves stranded in the water. 

The A490 was also closed both ways 
in Churchstoke between the A489 
junction and the B4386. 

And the B4386 between Welshpool 
and Shrewsbury was only just passable 
at Westbury because of the flood water 
on the road. 

The Moors straight, where work 
was carried out to raise the A483 and 


reduce the risk of flooding, remained 
open, but the river had burst its banks 
and flooded the fields either side of the 
road. 

Rail passengers were also affected 
by the flooding as trains were unable 
to run between Machynlleth and New¬ 
town. Replacement buses were in use 
but in some cases journey times were 
extended by 80 minutes. 

At Wilcott, near Nesscliffe, drains 
failed to cope with the run off from 
fields nearby leading to the land be¬ 
coming waterlogged. Likewise lanes 
between Kinton and Knockin Heath 
near Nesscliffe were also flooded.

Tributes 
paid to 
property 
firm boss 

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to one of the best known 
estate agents in Shropshire 
and the Welsh border who 
has died after a brave fight 
against cancer.

Developers call for homes

DEVELOPERS behind plans to build homes in the shadow of Oswest¬ 
ry’s Iron Age hillfort have asked a Government inspector to include 
sites even closer to the ancient monument. 

Inspector Claire Sherratt is looking at the site as part of her inquiry into 
Shropshire Council’s plans to identify land for thousands of homes. 

Objectors want the land, off Whittington Road, removed, but representatives from de¬ 
velopers J10 said two more sites should be set aside for housing, one of which is directly 
- under the hillfort.

Defendant 
spat at his 
ex-partner 

A MAN who spat at his ex-girlfriend was 
told he had committed a “disgusting and 
insulting” offence by a magistrate. 

Alex Edwards, 24, had told police he felt 
“ashamed with himself’ when he was inter¬ 
viewed after the incident. 

Edwards pleaded guilty to assault at Tel¬ 
ford Magistrates Court. 

He was sentenced to three months in 
prison but had already been in custody 
since October 20 - time that would be in¬ 
cluded in the sentence. 

Miss Abigail Hall, prosecuting, said Ed¬ 
wards had been involved in an on-off rela¬ 
tionship with the victim, however they had 
separated before the incident on Septem¬ 
ber 20. Edwards had moved back in with 
his ex-partner in Gobowen near Oswestry. 
The court was told Edwards, of Garth Glyn 
Ceiriog, Llangollen, had 14 convictions for 
20 offences and that the assault put him 
in breach of a conditional discharge and a 
community order. 

Miss Ceri Lewis, for Edwards, said that 
her client had been in custody since Octo¬ 
ber 20 for breaching bail conditions. She 
said her client had come off drugs and put 
on weight while in prison. 

Magistrate David Styles said: “Spitting 
is on of the most disgusting and insulting 
things that can happen to an individual.” 

As well as the prison sentence, Edwards 
must pay £80 prosecution costs and a £85 
victim surcharge. He was ordered to con¬ 
tinue with his community order and work 
with the probation service. 


Experts attended Tuesday s session at 
Shirehall to urge the inspector to protect 
the hillfort. 

Dr George Nash of Bristol University, 
archaeologist and campaign advisor for the 
Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort group, 
said the land was irreplaceable. 

He said it should expect as much protec¬ 
tion as Stonehenge. 

Another historian, Dr Rachel Pope, said: 
“This is one of the most important hillforts 
in Britain and the views to and from the 
site must be protected. 

“These have not changed for 3,000 years 
and if this development is allowed it will be 
a very retrograde step. We are losing our 
concept of the past.” 

Both historians criticised English Her¬ 
itage’s decision not to object to building 
houses on the site on the Whittington Road. 

However Justin Paul, representing the 
development company, said that it wanted 
three parcels of land in the area be included 
in the development document, known as 
SAMDev. 

“The plan will bring a host of benefits to 
the town,” he said. 

Inspector Sherratt said she would be 
visiting the hillfort herself before deciding 
whether the parcels of land should be in¬ 
cluded in the plan. 

Clive Roberts, an independent planning 
expert from Shropshire, told the session 
that it was wrong for parish councils to 
have a major say in whether their own area 
should have future development. 

Mr Roberts said that in the Oswestry 
area West Felton Parish Council had an¬ 
nounced it didn’t want any development at 
all while Weston Rhyn said it should be a 
cluster with neighbouring villages. 

“Both these villages should be named 
as hubs, which would mean more housing 
could be built,” he said. 

“They both have the services to make 
them sustainable.” 

“Instead there is now a great swathe of 
land in the rural area around Oswestry 
where developments will not be welcomed,” 
Mr Roberts said. 


THIS is the mangled wreckage of a car 
which overturned on a country road, leav¬ 
ing its driver needing to be cut free from 
his vehicle and airlifted to hospital for 
treatment. 

The man driving the black Nissan Pixo 
was airlifted to the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital after the crash on the B4386 between 
Chirbury and Marton, near Montgomery. 

It is not known how serious his injuries 
are, but they have been described as non¬ 
life threatening by officials from the emer¬ 
gency services. 

The accident happened shortly after 
9am on Thursday and the man had to be 
cut free from the car when emergency ser¬ 
vices arrived. It is not believed any other 


cars were involved and the scene was clear 
by 11am. 

In another accident, a woman had to be 
rescued from her car on Wednesday when 
it came off the road and ended up balanc¬ 
ing on a grass verge on a country road near 
Ruyton-XI-Towns. 

Fire crews were called to the crash on 
the road from Little Ness to Ruyton-XI- 
Towns at about 3.20pm to help the woman 
out the car. 

No one was hurt in the incident. 

And in another crash, police said a driver 
was lucky to escape serious injury after his 
car overturned near Shottaton crossroads. 

The crash happened on Thursday night, 
causing traffic tailbacks. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


Three arrested 
over drug claims 

THREE men and a woman 
have been arrested over 
drug offences in Powys. 

They were arrested on 
suspicion of possession 
with intent to supply a 
controlled drug of Class A 
and cultivation of cannabis 
at locations in Newtown 
and Welshpool. Police 
said a large amount of a 
substance believed to be 
a Class A drug was seized 
along with three separate 
seizures of cannabis plants, 
described as “substantial.” 

All four have been bailed 
pending further enquiries. 

Inspector Darren Brown 
said: “These arrests once 
again show that police in 
Montgomeryshire are com¬ 
mitted to dealing positively 
with drugs offences in the 
area. 

“We will not tolerate 
drugs misuse and encour¬ 
age members of our com¬ 
munities to report any 
suspicions to us.”

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Arrest is made after town 
pellet gun shooting drama

A MAN has been arrested and bailed by police after another man 
was injured in a suspected late night pellet gun shooting in Oswestry 
town centre. 

A 25-year-old man required hospital treatment following the incident in the 
early hours of Friday last week. He called the emergency services on 999 from 
an address in Bailey Street to say he was injured. 

Police officers arrived at the scene and cordoned off an alleyway just off the main shop¬ 
ping street and began investigations after the man was taken by ambulance to the Royal 

- Shrewsbury Hospital for treatment by 

medical teams. 

It was initially feared his injuries were 
life-threatening and police said he had been 
kept in hospital for observation. 

A spokeswoman for West Mercia Po¬ 
lice said: “A 27-year-old male who is from 
Oswestry, has been arrested on suspicion of 
grievous bodily harm. 

“He was questioned and has been re¬ 
leased on police bail.” 

The injured man called himself an ambu¬ 
lance and was taken to hospital. 

Medical staff called police after the man 
said he had been the victim of a pellet gun 
assault and the injuries were consistent 
with his claim. 

Operations and Communications Centre 
Inspector Ben Smith said: “The man’s in¬ 
juries are consistent with the use of a pellet 
gun and were initially believed to be life 
threatening 

“So we are still trying to piece together 
his movements around the time he sus¬ 
tained the injury. 

“We are keeping an open mind as to the 
scenario and circumstances in which he re¬ 
ceived that injury. 

“But we would like to appeal for wit¬ 
nesses to what happened to contact police.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokeswoman Clare Brown said: “We were 
called to reports of an assault just after 3am 
on Friday. 

“The injured man made the call himself. 
“Paramedics found the man had an in¬ 
jury to his head and he was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital.” 

Staff at Polka Dot Travel, next to the 
passageway, said they had been shocked 
when they arrived at work at 8.30am on 
Friday to find police outside. 

Anyone who saw anything suspicious in 
Oswestry town centre on Thursday evening 
or in the early hours of Friday morning last 
week are asked to contact police on 101.

Man broke 
order rules 
court told 

A ONCE-promising footballer whose life 
descended into alcoholism breached his 
restraining order and returned to his ex- 
wife’s home because he was sleeping rough 
on the streets, a court was told. 

Former Leeds United apprentice Carl 
Lewis, 37, pleaded guilty to two charges of 
harassment and breaching a restraining 
order when he appeared by video link at 
Telford Magistrates’ Court. 

Mrs Kate Price, prosecuting, said Lewis 
had been married for five years. However 
the victim described the marriage as being 
verbally and physically abusive. 

Mrs Price said that after previous as¬ 
saults on his ex-wife, the defendant had 
been given a restraining order on October 
22 . 

She said that Lewis had breached the 
order on several occasions including a 
phone call that left the victim feeling “har¬ 
assed and distressed”. 

Mrs Price said that Lewis, of Belle Vue, 
Morda, near Oswestry, had turned up at 
his ex-wife’s house on November 30. Mrs 
Price said that the second charge of harass¬ 
ment related to abusive messages that the 
defendant has sent the victim on Facebook. 

Lewis was sentenced to 13 weeks in 
prison, suspended for two years and or¬ 
dered to pay £100 costs and an £80 victim 
surcharge. 

Emma Lineton, for Lewis, said that the 
defendant was “a chronic alcoholic” whose 
drink problems had made him miss out on a 
career as a professional footballer. 



Improvements have been carried out at Chirk Railway Station 


AN enormous 100ft, 150 tonne crane has 
been dominating the skyline above a rail¬ 
way station as new access ramps and bridg¬ 
es are installed. 

Contractors for Network Rail moved on 
to the site earlier this month to begin work 
on the £2 million project to provide better 
access to Chirk Station. 

A new ramped footbridge is being in¬ 
stalled at the station, giving wheelchair ac¬ 
cess to platform one for northbound trains 
for the first time. The crane was used to 
manoeuvre the new footbridge and its stairs 
and bridge deck into place. 

The project will also provide accessible 
drop off point, disabled car park spaces, im¬ 
proved station signage and some new tactile 


paving. Christine Ashford, from the Friends 
of Chirk Station, said: “We are absolutely 
delighted. 

“This will make a huge difference to the 
lives of the many passengers who use our 
award-winning station here in Chirk. 

“The car park has had to be closed as 
the crane is there, and we have headaches 
with people not being able to park, but will 
be worth all the pain and disruption to see 
Chirk Station, at long last, open to all.” 

The programme is funded by £7 m illi on 
from the Welsh Government and £5 million 
from the Department for Transport. 

Chirk is one of five stations in Wales that 
has been granted money to provide access 
for all.

TRIBUTES have been paid to a former 
mayor of Oswestry who has died.

We’re 
trying to encourage more people to book a 
winter wedding here as well. 

“The spa and the country club will be 
busy in the new year but then after three 
months it can be more difficult to keep peo¬ 
ple coming back - they’re too busy or their 
motivation goes.” 

Part of the work being done will include a 
rebrand which Mr Ogden said he hopes will 
encourage more passing trade. 

He said: “The restaurant is always busy, 
but another thing we really want to encour¬ 
age people to do is to just drop in for a cof¬ 
fee. We’re on a main road but we don’t get 
that many people just coming in.” 

Shropshire Leisure Group was bought by 
RCapital investment company last year. 

The company sold Moreton Park garden 
centre to the Wyevale Group earlier in the 
year and sold Moreton Park Hotel and the 
Lord Moreton restaurant to Habern Enter¬ 
prises last month. 

Patrick Crossan, director of Habern En¬ 
terprises, said he was delighted with the 
sale and planning “substantial investment” 
to expand the business. 

He said: “We look forward to working 
with the team at Moreton Park Hotel & 
Lord Moreton Restaurant. We have already 
begun to plan for a bright and exciting new 
future for the complex, ensuring its long¬ 
term growth and stability.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


How many of you, like me, 
were shocked by this week’s 
news that the private company 
set up by Shropshire Council 
made a massive loss during its 
first trading year? 

Ip&e was launched as a stand¬ 
alone company with the sole 
intention of generating income 
for the troubled council. Instead 
new figures reveal a shocking 
loss of over £110,000. 

The plan made sense. Launch¬ 
ing an independent company 
meant the council could use its 
specialist departments to tender 
for work with other organisa¬ 
tions. Money generated could 
be reinvested and also protect 
valuable service provided by the 
authority. 

So what went wrong? How 
has the new company amassed 
a pre-tax loss of £114,701 in just 
a year’s trading? 

Private industry owners would 
have already been called in by 
worried bankers and the doors 
would have already been closed. 

As expected council leaders 
have been bullish about the wor¬ 
rying results, insisting Ip&e will 
make healthy profits in the future 

Accounts for the company 
show that a revenue of £305,945 
was achieved by the council’s 
communications division which 
was the first service to be trans¬ 
ferred to the private enterprise. 
So how on earth is there already 
such a deficit? 

Council Leader Keith Barrow 
has been actively defending the 
losses this week with predictions 
of growth in the future. 

This is the same Mr Barrow 
who promised Shropshire rate¬ 
payers that this new company 
would save the county cash dur¬ 
ing the last year. 

This was never meant to be 
some sort of risky start-up busi¬ 
nesses. 

The wonderfully named Ip&e 
company (the name just rolls off 
the tongue) is supposed to be 
manned by the best that Shrop¬ 
shire has to offer. 

I’m making a note of the 
quotes below from Mr Barrow 
and if he is still at the helm this 
time next year I will be very inter¬ 
ested in the outcome. 

He says: “Ip&e has enjoyed a 
successful first year of operation 
and is set to enjoy further suc¬ 
cess in the future. 

“The costs associated with 
the company’s set-up and early 
stages of trading resulted in a 
small deficit in Ip&e’s 2013/14 
financial statements, but this is 
to be expected for a company in 
the initial years of trading when 
turnover is relatively low. 

“In 2015 Ip&e is set to provide 
a range of new services.” 

Mr Barrow, £114,000 might be 
a small deficit to you but to the 
worried taxpayer it’s pretty se¬ 
rious stuff. And anyone in busi¬ 
ness would tell you that a low 
turnover company in its first year 
of trading should certainly not be 
showing a loss.

The most significant political 
event over the last few weeks 
has been the Autumn Statement. 
This is when the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer outlines the state 
of the UK economy, and makes a 
few other tax changes. 

This year it was rather more 
important because it was the last 
before the General Election next 
May.The Autumn Statement was 
more optimistic than most com¬ 
mentators had been predicting. 
The Chancellor had a surpris¬ 
ingly good story to tell. The UK 
economy is growing faster than 
anyone predicted. Unemploy¬ 
ment has fallen further and faster 
than anyone predicted. And the 
annual deficit inherited by the 
Coalition Government in 2010 
has been halved. 

But we also heard that there 
remain threats and concerns. 
Tax receipts are not growing as 
expected. The annual deficit will 
not be wiped out until 2018. And 
there are going to have to be fur¬ 
ther public spending reductions 
through the next Parliament. So 
the overall message of the Au¬ 
tumn Statement is that the UK 
economy is back on the road to 
growth and prosperity, but there 
remains much more to do. 

The biggest taxation change in 
the Autumn Statement was the 
total reform of Stamp Duty. As 
a result of this reform, almost all 
house sales in North Shropshire 
and Montgomeryshire will see a 
reduced tax bill, in some cases 
by several thousand pounds.The 
reform will give a major boost to 
the property market by reducing 
the tax burden involved in buy¬ 
ing and selling houses, making it 
easier to move around for work, 
and for young families to buy 
their first property. . 

Another important change was 
a further increase to £10,600 in 
what someone can earn before 
paying any tax at all.

MY FRIEND IS IN AN ABUSIVE RELATIONSHIP. WHAT SHOULD SHE DO? 

Q: My friend has not been getting along with her boyfriend who she lives with. I think he is being violent towards her but she is 
too scared to end the relationship because she does not want to move out of the house they share. What should she do? 

A: If you are right, clearly the situation cannot continue. You should urge your friend to take legal advice from a solicitor to 
discuss her various options at this difficult time as there are a number of Orders that can be applied for from the Family Courts in 
respect of domestic violence. 

Whether it is an incident or series of incidents of controlling or threatening behaviour, or physical, emotional and/or psychological 
violence or abuse, a Non Molestation Order can be obtained to prevent someone from being subjected to inappropriate, 
unpleasant behaviour. This can include preventing someone from using or threatening physical violence, intimidating someone, 
harassing or pestering someone and can also include preventing someone from encouraging others to do so. 

An Occupation Order can be obtained to regulate rights over a property. This can suspend rights to occupy a property and/or 
prevent a person from returning to a property. It would depend on the circumstances as to whether the Court would deem this 
to be appropriate. In some circumstances it is appropriate to make applications for both Orders. If there is an immediate risk to 
someone’s welfare an urgent application can be made to the Court without notice. 

There are numerous agencies that can offer advice and support that could benefit your friend. Depending on her financial 
circumstances, legal aid may be available for advice and assistance and if necessary, to represent her in any proceedings. 
Seeking legal advice from a law firm with expertise in family law would be a good starting place.

Concerns 
over new 
plan for 
doctors 

GPS believe that delivering 
the best possible care for pa¬ 
tients in Shropshire should 
be a priority for the NHS, 
but new inspection arrange¬ 
ments for GP practices are 
likely to leave patients con¬ 
fused and GP services tan¬ 
gled in yet more paperwork. 

The Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) has an¬ 
nounced plans to measure 
GP practices against 38 tar¬ 
gets that will penalise them 
should they fail to organise a 
specific number of meetings 
or enter a certain amount of 
data on their computers. 

This skewed and limited 
information does not tell 
us about the quality of care 
patients receive. Neither is 
there any context about the 
circumstances a GP practice 
operates in, such as the lev¬ 
els of deprivation in its local 
community or its level of 
funding. All this is bizarrely 
being put on the web before 
CQC inspectors have even 
walked through the practice 
door. 

These simplistic targets 
take no account the enor¬ 
mous pressures GP prac¬ 
tices are under from falling 
funding, rising patient de¬ 
mand, a shortage of GPs 
and the fact that GP prac¬ 
tice buildings haven’t had 
any investment in decades. 

The CQC would be serv¬ 
ing patients in Shropshire 
better if it called for a solu¬ 
tion to the problem GPs 
face. This must include 
more resources to enable 
the NHS to take on more 
GPs and nurses.

Jets biggest climate change threat 


I AM writing to you concerning cli¬ 
mate change. 

A report by the inter-governmen¬ 
tal panel on climate change says it is 
likely 95 per cent of change since the 
1950s was due to human activity. But 
I think it started even earlier with the 
development of jet aircraft in the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

My home is on the flight-path to 
mainly Manchester and northern air¬ 
ports. On just one morning I counted 
14 jet trails. The outgoing ones were 
much clearer because they were climb¬ 
ing at full throttle after take-off 40 


miles away.However, the trails of the 
incoming aircraft fade and stop be¬ 
cause they have cut back the throttles 
to reduce speed to land. 

What I am pointing out is, on the 
whole flight (except while coming in 
to land) each individual aircraft uses 
huge amounts of fuel which cause 
their trails. 

I am an aircraft spotter and build 
and fly models and believe the jet en¬ 
gine to be the largest polluter on the 
planet. 

The trails they leave can be seen 
clearly until they mingle above the 


cloud base and eventually, I presume, 
into the ozone. 

I believe this is the reason for cli¬ 
mate change causing constant wind, 
mist, floods and extreme hot and cold 
weather. 

History tells us it has changed and 
the climate is now very unpredictable. 
Maybe the jets’ contribution should 
be investigated more closely, perhaps 
sooner rather than later, or it will 
become like the IPCC panel suggests 
unequivocal.

Hopes are high for faster 
web connection in county 


INTERNET users in the Oswestry area could 
soon be travelling on the information super¬ 
highway a lot faster after it was announced 
more than £11 million could be spent to 
improve superfast broadband coverage in 
Shropshire. 

Connecting Shropshire, which is running the roll¬ 


out of broadband in the 
county, has been allocat¬ 
ed £11.38 million from a 
central pot. 

But it needs to match that 
money, and is hoping that a 
bid through the Marches 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship for £7.5 million of gov¬ 
ernment money will help 
unlock the eight-figure sum. 

Council chief executive 
Clive Wright said: “We are 
asking the LEP to provide 
the match funding and are 
optimistic that there will be 
a positive announcement. 

“It’s our number one 
project, and we are opti¬ 
mistic the government will 
have listened and funding 
through the LEP will allow 
us to achieve our own tar¬ 
gets.” 

The additional funding is 
to help extend the faster in¬ 
ternet speeds to 90 per cent 
of homes and businesses 
around Shropshire. 

So far, more than 300 
kilometres of fibre optic 
cable have been laid around 
the county by Connecting 
Shropshire and its delivery

with more than 185 new 
roadside cabinets installed. 

The first phase is due 
to finish around the end 
of 2016, and the group is 
putting measures in place 
to allow the second phase 
to begin immediately af¬ 
terwards even before the 
match funding is in place. 

Mr Wright added: “We 
haven’t got the money to 
come up with a match. Some 
local authorities have rich 
reserves, but we are not in 
that position. 

“This is a government pri¬ 
ority, and that we are apply¬ 
ing through the LEP.

“Wilfred was a connoisseur of tea from 
childhood due to his father Tom’s sea¬ 


faring days, when he brought home 
many exotic blends. During Owen’s 
time at the front line he was an avid 
tea drinker, insisting his mother send 
him his favourites regularly. 

“The Artists Rifles was still a rel¬ 
atively small garrison when Wilfred 
joined, so he must have used this 
spoon to stir his morning cuppa - ap¬ 
parently he liked a lot of sugar. 

“Even without the connection to 
Wilfred Owen it is a very rare item 
because the Artists Rifles was such 


a small unit.” Wilfred Owen enjoyed 
a privileged birth into a well-to-do 
Oswestry family, but his situation 
soon changed when the family lost 
everything and relocated to Birken¬ 
head in 1900. 

He enlisted in the British Army in 
1915 but most of his work was written 
while serving in France between Au¬ 
gust 1917 and September 1918. 

Wilfred Owen was killed trying to 
cross a canal a week before the end of 
the war in 1918. He was 25 years old. 


Patients 
speak of 
border 
problems 

PATIENTS who have expe¬ 
rienced cross border health 
services have given a report 
of their experiences to a 
group of politicians. 

The Welsh Affairs Com¬ 
mittee, a Commons Select 
Committee made up of 12 
cross-party Welsh MPs, 
visited Mid Wales to talk 
to locals about cross-border 
health issues between Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

The committee is col¬ 
lecting views and statistics 
evidence over a two-month 
period and will make recom¬ 
mendations in early 2015. 

It is not usual for a Parlia¬ 
mentary Committee to meet 
the public, but committee 
member and Montgomery¬ 
shire MP Glyn Davies said 
he was particularly keen 
that there should be a meet¬ 
ing in Montgomeryshire to 
understand the difficulties 
arising from cross-border 
health issues. 

Mr Davies said: “Be¬ 
fore preparing a report 
on cross-border health is¬ 
sues between England and 
Wales, I thought it crucial 
to visit Montgomeryshire so 
that MPs could hear about 
problems directly from 
those affected. I’m grateful 
to those who came along to 
share their opinions with us. 

“As expected, the main 
concerns are distances 
Montgomeryshire patients 
have to travel to access 
treatment, and the longer 
waiting times in Wales for 
treatment compared with 
England.”

CHEESY, NUTTY STRUDEL 






Ingredients (Serves 4) 

10Og TOTAL Greek yoghurt 

1 tbsp olive oil 

300g pack small shallots, peeled and halved 
50g walnuts, chopped 
30g dried cranberries 

2 sprigs sage, finely chopped reserving 3 whole leaves 
75ml white wine or dry sherry 

3 sheets filo pastry (Vz a 270g pack) 

Spray olive oil 

40g white breadcrumbs 
1 medium egg 

lOOg rinded goat’s cheese, cubed 
For the cabbage 

1 small red cabbage, finely shredded 

4 clementines, 2 zested & juiced, 2 segmented 

2 tbsp dark brown sugar 
1 bay leaf 

Method 

1. Heat the oven to 200°C / 400°F / Gas Mark 6. Heat 
the oil in a frying pan, add the shallots and cook for 5 
minutes until golden, cover with a lid and cook for a 
further 5 minutes. 

2. Add walnuts, cranberries, sage and wine and cook, 
loosely covered until the wine has evaporated. Cool for 
10 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, put the cabbage, zest and juice, sugar 
and bay leaf in a large saucepan, loosely cover and 
cook for 45 minutes, stirring occasionally until soft. 
Season well, and stir through the clementine segments. 

4. Lay a sheet of filo on the worktop and spray 
lightly with oil, repeat with 2 more layers. Scatter the 
breadcrumbs lengthways down the middle of the pastry, 
about 8cm wide, leaving a 5cm space at both ends. 

5. Mix the egg and yoghurt then mix into the shallots 
with the goat’s cheese. Spoon onto the breadcrumbs, 
fold up the short ends to cover the filling, then fold the 
sides over to enclose. 

6. Transfer to a large baking sheet lined with baking 
paper. Spray the surface with oil and season again. 

7. Bake for 25-30 minutes until deep golden and crisp. 

8. Garnish with reserved sage and serve with the 
braised cabbage.

FESTIVE COOKING 


Simplicity is 
the secret 

PUSHED FOR TIME ON CHRISTMAS DAY? 
KEEP IT SIMPLE AND YOU CAN STILL 
PRODUCE A TURKEY WITH THE WOW 
FACTOR, SAYS JEANANNE CRAIG 

There’s something about roasting ‘the bird’ on Decem¬ 
ber 25 that makes us more stressed than a Bake Off con¬ 
testant whose Baked Alaska has melted. 

With a simple recipe like the ones below, and the odd 
shortcut when it comes to the trimmings, you can still 
find time to unwrap presents and quaff Buck’s Fizz with 
the rest of the family. 

HERB-BUTTERED TURKEY, ROASTIES & 
CRANBERRY SAUCE GRAVY 
(Serves 6) 

Prep: 30mins 
Cook: 2hrs 

4 garlic cloves, crushed 
2 handfuls of parsley leaves, 
finely chopped 
10Og butter, softened 
3kg turkey crown 
11/2kg new potatoes, halved if 
large, quartered if huge 
Salt and pepper 
For the sauce: 

2tbsp plain flour 
3tbsp chunky cranberry sauce 
Splash of port 
600ml chicken stock 
Itbsp soy sauce (optional) 

Salt and pepper 
Heat the oven to 200C/180C fan/gas mark 6. Tip the 
garlic, parsley and butter together in a bowl, season 
generously with black pepper and a pinch of salt, then 
beat with a wooden spoon until everything is combined. 
Place the turkey crown on a board with the thick part 
of the breast facing away from you. Use your hands to 
make two pockets between the skin and the meat, then 
smear the flavoured butter beneath the skin and all over 
the breast, working down so that the breast is completely 
covered. 

Tip the new potatoes into a large roasting tray. Sit the 
turkey on top, skin side up, then roast for 30 minutes. 
Remove from the oven, sit the turkey on a board and 
give the potatoes a good shake. Then place the turkey 
back in the tin, spoon over some of the buttery juices 
and continue to cook for another 40-50 minutes until the 
turkey is dark golden. 

Transfer the turkey to a board to rest, loosely covered 
in foil, then continue to cook the potatoes for 20 minutes 
to brown. Use a slotted spoon to scoop the potatoes into 
a serving dish, reserving the buttery juices in the pan. Put 
the potatoes to one side and keep warm. 

To make the cranberry gravy, place the roasting pan 
on a lowish heat and stir in the flour. Let everything sizzle 
and brown, then add the cranberry sauce and a splash 
of port. Sizzle everything for a few minutes until really 
sticky, then stir in the stock, bring to the boil and cook 
until thick or to your liking, seasoning to taste. If the gra¬ 
vy is on the pale side or a bit too sweet, stir in a splash 
of soy sauce. 

ROAST TURKEY WITH SAGE & ONION BUTTER AND 
MARSALA GRAVY 
(Serves 8 with leftovers) 

Prep: 20 mins 
Cook: 4hrs 45mins 
7kg fresh turkey 
2 onions, halved 
1 lemon, quartered 
75g soft butter 

3tbsp finely chopped fresh sage 
2tbsp plain flour 
200ml Marsala wine or Madeira 
400-500ml hot chicken stock 
Itbsp cranberry jelly 
Salt and pepper 
Heat oven to 170C/150C fan/ 
gas mark 3-4, and place the tur¬ 
key in a large roasting tin. Tuck 
three of the onion halves and the lemon quarters into 
the cavity and season. Cover with foil, make sure there’s 
plenty of space between the turkey and foil for the air 
to circulate and seal the edges tightly, so that no steam 
escapes. Roast for four hours. 

Meanwhile, finely chop the remaining onion half, and 
mix with the butter and sage. Take the turkey out of the 
oven and raise the temp to 200C/180C fan/ gas mark 6. 
Brush the sage and onion butter all over the turkey and 
return to the oven, uncovered, for 45 minutes until crisp 
and dark golden. If you’re making the roasties, then start 
them in the oven when the turkey goes back in. 

Transfer the turkey to a warm serving plate, cover 
loosely with foil and leave to rest for 30 minutes. Tip the 
juices out of the pan into a bowl, leave for a moment to 
settle, then scoop the buttery oil from the surface into a 
separate bowl. Spoon two tablespoons of this oil back 
into the tin and return to the heat. 

Stir the flour into the tin using a wooden spoon, scrap¬ 
ing the residue off the bottom of the tin as you go. Cook 
for two minutes, then stir in the Marsala or Madeira and 
bring to the boil. Make the reserved turkey juices up to 
500ml using hot chicken stock and pour into the tin. 
Bring to the boil and simmer for a few minutes, then add 
cranberry jelly. Keep warm until ready to serve.

And for something 
a little different and 
decadent a jar of rai¬ 
sins in dark rum syrup 
can be a great top¬ 
ping for ice cream and 
other desserts. A 380g 
jar costs £4. 

Talking desserts, 
Sainsbury’s festive 
offerings are plentiful. The Taste the Difference 
range has several traditional choices. Its orange 
and cranberry Christmas pudding, costs £12. The 
pudding is filled with orange and cranberry mar¬ 
malade, orange liqueur, almonds and pecan nuts. 

Keeping with the orange and cranberry theme 
it’s also selling an Italian panettone. The cake is 
made with candied orange, sweetened cranberry 
and butter, produced by the Corsini family in their 
Tuscan bakery and costs £10. 

Christmas wouldn’t be the same without cake 
and mince pies. The Taste the Difference mini 
mince pies are a little bit different and are filled with 
a blackcurrant mincemeat with a hint of warmth 
from creme de cassis. Very luxurious and at £3.50 
is perfect to offer to guests popping by. 

The winter wood¬ 
land iced rich fruit 
cake with cognac 
is beautifully decor¬ 
ated and costs £16 
but will last through 
the holidays. 

Budget super¬ 
market Aldi has 
come up trumps 
again this year with 
its gorgeous festive 
food catalogue.

A little gem from the Jura that’s fruity, 
fresh and food-friendly, this is a new- 
world style of chardonnay that’s ex¬ 
pressive with plenty of ripe, tropical fruits and enough 
fresh acidity to make it a great match with seafood tartars 
and soft cheeses. Made from organic and biodynamic 
grapes, Champ Divin translates to ‘divine field’ and it’s 
very easy to like. 

Domaine Chaume Arnaud, La Cadene Blanc 2011, 
Cotes du Rhone Villages, France (£16.75, www.bbr.com) 
The price of greatness can sometimes be less than 
you think, especially with little nuggets like this brilliant 
blend of viognier, marsanne and roussanne. Uplifting 
from the very first sip, it’s fragrant and full with sumptu¬ 
ous peach, quince and passion fruit flavours and, while 
it’s slightly unctuous, the fruit is lightened by a delicious 
freshness and purity on the finish. 

Oldenburg Vineyards Chenin Blanc 2012, South Africa

A bright white from a boutique win¬

With no 
oak influence, this is a fresh and fruity chardonnay with 
crisp acidity on the finish and a wine with real presence.

A top-notch claret from a great vintage, this is pure, 
refined and smooth enough to drink now. The gentle ca¬ 
bernet fruit has floral aromas with blueberry hints, fine 
tannin structure and a gorgeous long finish with the class 
and elegance you would expect from a fine Margaux. 

Ogier Clos De L’Oratoire Des Papes 2012, Cha-

A superstar red from legendary producers Ogier, this 
young vintage is drinking beautifully with a nose of black 
cherry, spice and herbs leading to ripe cherry fruits, and 
a hint of sweetness on the long, silky finish. Ideal with 
white meat, it’s worth buying one to drink 
now, and one to lay down in the cellar.

A tempranillo temptress from a lead¬ 
ing bodegas renowned for its quality, the 
wine opens with a heady air of sweet ripe 
cherries, cedar and tobacco, with bold 
flavours of black forest fruits and sandal¬ 
wood on the finish.

One for the snifter and a must to flame the Christmas 
pud, this top notch eau-de-vie is made from a blend of 
Grande Champagne cognacs and has a powerful floral 
nose with delicate hints of caramel and honeyed, sweet 
fruits on the lingering finish. Superb after dinner.

VARIOUS - WHITE CHRISTMAS 

There’s something for everyone in this bumper col¬ 
lection of festive songs. From the new (Michael Buble’s 
Cold December Night, Lily Allen’s take on Keane’s hit for 
John Lewis’ Christmas ad Somewhere Only We Know 
and Coldplay’s Christmas Lights) to the classic (Bing 
Crosby and David Bowie’s 
duet Peace On Earth/Little 
Drummer Boy, Al Green’s 
I’ll Be Home For Christmas, 

Tony Bennett’s Winter Won¬ 
derland and Chris Rea’s Driv¬ 
ing Home For Christmas), 
and the wacky (Wizzard’s I 
Wish It Could Be Christmas 
Everyday, Alma Cogan’s 
Never Do A Tango With An 
Eskimo and Enya’s We Wish 
You A Merry Christmas come 
to mind), this could almost be the ultimate Christmas al¬ 
bum. The only issue is, it’s missing the much-loved likes 
of Mariah Carey’s All I Want For Christmas Is You, Boney 
M’s Mary’s Boy Child and Nat King Cole’s The Christmas 
Song. Still, it’s refreshing to have a different tracklist - 
and there’s no Band Aid in sight. 

Rating: 9/10 

VARIOUS - CHRISTMAS AT DOWNTON ABBEY 

For fans of the hit TV show, this is an absolute fes¬ 
tive must-have. The 45-track double-LP Christmas At 
Downton Abbey features hymns, carols and seasonal 
tracks by actors Julian Ovenden (Charles Blake), Eliza¬ 
beth McGovern (Cora, Countess of Grantham) and Jim 
Carter (Mr Carson). While McGovern is no stranger to 
singing (she’s already released a record as frontwom- 
an of folk-country group Sadie And The Hotheads), it is 
arguably Jim Carter who 
is the star of the two CDs, 
when he closes the first 
disc with a read of Clement 
Clarke Moore’s ‘Twas The 
Night Before Christmas. 
Dame Kiri Te Kanawa, who 
made a guest appearance 
on the ITV series, also 
contributes, as does the 
Choir of Kings College, 
while the show’s theme 
tune has been adapted as 
a two-part festive number, performed by the Budapest 
City Orchestra. Just as the show’s special has become 
something of a December tradition, this is the perfect col¬ 
lection to form the back-track to your family festivities. It’s 
basically Christmas in a CD form. 

Rating: 8/10 

VARIOUS - AN AMERICANA CHRISTMAS 

And so begins the onslaught of Christmas compilation 
albums. While most deal in the domestic Yuletide offer¬ 
ings of well-known crooners or ironic heavy metal par¬ 
odies, An Americana Christmas manages to theme this 
collection while still observing a level of sincerity. Various 
generations of folk and country are spread across 16 
tracks, with six exclusive new recordings to entice Amer¬ 
icana patriots who already own it all. Robert Ellis’ cover 
of Pretty Paper is fairly by-numbers though Nikki Lane’s 
sassy Falalaalove Ya, an original recording, is lightheart¬ 
ed, hook laden and a highlight of this collection. Mean¬ 
while, the legendary artists have offered some of their 
festive staples, such as Christmas Must Be Tonight by 
The Band, The Gifts They 
Gave, lifted from Johnny 
Cash’s 1963 Christmas re¬ 
cord, and Emmylou Harris’ 

1979 version of The First 
Noel. It’s perhaps no sur¬ 
prise that a serving from 
Bob Dylan’s Christmas al¬ 
bum appears here, though 
Must Be Santa seems an 
arbitrary choice, especially 
as the original Brave Com¬ 
bo original packs more 

punch. Occasionally, the transition from a festive Country 
tearjerker or sluggish traditional number can jar against 
the livelier numbers. All that said, for the most part, An 
Americana Christmas’s heart is in the right place.

IDINA MENZEL - CHRISTMAS WISHES 

After having a hit with Frozen tune Let It Go, proba¬ 
bly the biggest song of the last 12 months, Idina Menzel 
steps in from the cold to bring us this collection of fes¬ 
tive tracks. There are much-loved classics here such as 
Mariah Carey’s All I Want For Christmas Is You, a duet 
with Michael Buble, Baby It’s Cold Outside, and also De¬ 
cember Prayer, a beautiful new song co-written by Men¬ 
zel. The atmosphere is warm and sentimental with lush 
strings and of course, Menzel’s incredible voice. There 
are many covers of Silent Night and White Christmas out 
there, but the star of screen and stage puts her own ac¬ 
cent on these songs making them dreamlike.

TOUCHDOWN IN TOWN

SINGING astronaut Chris Hadfield 
wowed the crowds by picking up 
his guitar at the end of a lecture at 
an Oswestry hotel. 

Commander Hadfield, who became 
an internet sensation when he posted a 
video of himself singing David Bowie’s 
Space Oddity while strumming his guitar 
aboard the International Space Station, 
addressed an audience of around 300 peo¬ 
ple at the Wynnstay Hotel. 

The event was organised in conjunction with 
Booka Bookshop in Church Street, Oswestry, 
to promote his new book You Are Here — 
Around The World In 92 Minutes, which fea¬ 
tures some of the thousands of photographs he 
took during his six months aboard the station. 

The astronaut, who retired last year, also 
talked about his two previous space expedi¬ 
tions, including two ‘spacewalks’ where he left 
the craft to float around in space. 

But the biggest applause came when he 
picked up his guitar at the end of the one-hour 
lecture, and performed his version of Bowie’s 
1969 hit Space Oddity. 

Commander Hadfield said he was excited by 
the latest developments in Mars exploration, 
particularly following the recent flawless test- 
flight by the Orion spacecraft, although he 
thought the days when we see manned expe¬ 
ditions to the planet are several generations 
away. 

“The technology is not there at the mo¬ 
ment,” he said. “When you think how long it 
took to develop aviation, you go back to the 
days of the Wright brothers, and it is only re¬ 
ally very recently that we have had truly af¬ 
fordable air travel.” 

Life 

And while he believed there was a good 
chance of life on Mars, he was sceptical about 
some of the wilder stories about extraterres¬ 
trial life. 

“People seem to forget that the first letter 
of UFO is ‘U’, they are unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects,” he told the audience. 

“There is no evidence to date of life any¬ 
where other than on Earth. 

“I think there probably is, to think we are 
the only life in the universe is down to an ex¬ 
aggerated sense of self-importance. 

“But to think that every time you see some¬ 
thing in the sky that you can’t identify, and to 
assume that is somebody in a craft from Prox- 
ima Centauri coming to have a look because we 
are so fantastic is also an exaggerated sense of 
self-importance. ” 

Mr Hadfield, known around the world as 
“the singing astronaut”, recalled an encounter 
with a car park attendant from the night be¬ 
fore, as he addressed a mesmerised audience. 

“I was at this car park in Manchester last 
night, and the man comes up to me and says 
‘hey, you’re the Space Oddity guy, aren’t 
you?,” he says. 

“I say ‘yes’, and then I’m thinking, ‘hang on 
a minute, I commanded a spaceship.” 

For all his accomplishments during an il¬ 
lustrious career in both the Canadian military 
and with Nasa, it was his extraterrestrial ren¬ 
dition of a David Bowie cover that makes him 
probably the most famous living astronaut 
after Buzz Aldrin. 

The clip, which shows him strumming away 
at his guitar, has been viewed 20 million times 
on YouTube. 

“I’ve played the guitar since I was a kid,” 
he said. “I take my guitar everywhere I go, so 
it was only natural I would take it with me.” 

Hadfield, who is now 55, said it was his son 
Evan who persuaded him to perform Bowie’s 


melancholic song from 1969 to his audience on 
social media. 

“My initial thought was ‘why would I want 
to do that’,” he said. 

“Major Tom dies at the end of the song, and 
I’m still alive, but then I thought I could do 
a slightly different version of it where Major 
Tom survives.” 

Like many of his generation, he became fas¬ 
cinated by space travel as a youngster, having 
grown up on a diet of Arthur C Clarke novels 
and early episodes of Star Trek. 

However, it was the moon landings of 1969 
which convinced him that he really wanted to 
be an astronaut. 

“I was fascinated by the way the impossible 
became possible,” he said. 

“On the morning of July 20, it was impos¬ 
sible to walk on the moon. By the evening of 
July 20, man could not just walk on the moon, 
but could sleep on the moon, and that hap¬ 


pened because of the incredible drive of man’s 
labour.” 

He described man’s fascination with life 
beyond this planet as the natural progression 
from the great pioneering explorers of centu¬ 
ries gone by. 

He said: “It’s how we have explored the 
earth for around 7,000 years, it’s how there’s 
people in the Americas now, it’s how we have 
people living all over the world.” 

However, he says an astronaut’s life is far 
from that of the gung-ho adventurer. “If the 
only thing you really enjoyed was whipping 
around Earth in a spaceship, you’d hate being 
an astronaut,” he said. 

“When I was nine years old, I dreamed of 
blasting off in a blaze of glory to explore the 
universe, not sitting in a classroom studying 
orbital mechanics. In Russian.” 

He said being an astronaut is as much a 
state of mind as anything, preparing for every 


possible outcome, when every action can be a 
life-and-death decision. 

In his 21-year career as an astronaut, he has 
spent just 166 days in space, with the rest of his 
time dedicated to study, training and prepara¬ 
tion. “Astronauts are not adrenaline junkies,” 
he said. “You have to be willing to train re¬ 
petitively on safety procedures on board the 
International Space Station even though you 
think you know them inside out. You have to 
accept that you’ll need to master a lot of skills 
that seem arcane, or that you might never even 
get to use, or both. And you can’t view any of it 
as a waste of time.” 

It is this mindset which meant he had little 
fear when he was blasted into the sky on his 
first space flight aboard Space Shuttle Atlantis 
in 1995. 

“You’re strapped into a chair lying on your 
back, you’re about to be blasted into the air at 
17,500mph,” he says. “That is blisteringly fast, 


it’s like going around the word in 92 minutes, 
or from here to Winnipeg in 13 minutes. 

“It takes eight-and-a-half minutes before 
you leave the atmosphere, and that is the most 
dangerous eight-and-a-half minutes of your life 
“In that eight-and-a-half minutes there are 
so many things that can go wrong, and all that 
time you have to focus on how you are going to 
deal with anything that comes along.” 

And he said while everyone who travels into 
space will feel some fear during those crucial 
first minutes, he said it is also a time of great 
exhilaration. “After my first blast-off in 1995, 
my face was hurting, I didn’t realise it was be¬ 
cause I had been smiling so much,” he said. 

During his second flight in April 2001 he be¬ 
came the first Canadian to leave a spacecraft 
and float freely around space. During the 11- 
day expedition he performed two space walks, 
travelling 10 times around the world in just 
under 15 hours.

It's a tough time of year 
for our friends the birds 


IT’S fair to say that birds take a 
pretty hard hammering at Christ¬ 
mas time. 

Outside, unlike small mammals and 
insects, they cannot burrow beneath 
the earth or shelter under the mud of 
the lake bed as the amphibians do. 

They must brace themselves against the 
elements and survive whatever nature will 
throw at them. And then there are the tur¬ 
keys, chickens, ducks and geese that find 
their unfortunate way on to our Christmas 
dinner plates. 

But there is one species missing from 
that unenviable list, the Swan. Swans 
can, it is said, only legally be found on the 
Christmas table of the Queen at this or 
any other time of the year. Indeed there is 
a summer tradition to celebrate this fact, 
Swan Upping. This historic ceremony dates 
from the twelfth century, when the Crown 
claimed ownership of all mute swans. At 
that time swans were regarded as a deli¬ 
cious dish at banquets and feasts. Today, 
the Crown retains the right to ownership 
of all unmarked mute swans in open water, 
but The Queen only exercises her owner¬ 
ship on certain stretches of the Thames and 
its surrounding tributaries. 

This ownership is shared with the Wor¬ 
shipful Company of Vintners and the 
Worshipful Company of Dyers, who were 
granted rights of ownership by the Crown 
in the fifteenth century. Nowadays, of 
course, the swans are no longer eaten but 
the ceremony still plays an important part 
in the conservation of the Mute Swan on 
the Thames. The Queen’s Swan Marker, 
the Royal Swan Uppers and the Swan Up¬

pers of the Vintners’ and Dyers’ livery com¬ 
panies use six traditional Thames rowing 
skiffs in a five-day journey up-river to carry 
out a census of the swan population. 

Swans have left their image throughout 
history, from fossils in caves and the cru¬ 
sades of Richard I, to Arthurian Legend 
and Greek mythology. Aristotle, Plato and 
Socrates all believed that a swan’s sing¬ 
ing prowess was heightened as death ap¬ 
proached, giving rise to the idea of the swan 
song, or the final performance. Christmas 
may not see swans on dinner plates any¬ 
more, but of course they must still fight for 
their lives like all the other birds. 

However our image of that huge, graceful 
white bird with orange and black beak is 
a little skewed at this time of the year for 
another reason. 

Mute swans, our common and resident 
species are contested by migrants from the 
North. Bewick’s and Whooper swans mi¬ 
grate down from Scandinavia. 

The Bewick’s are the smaller of the two 
species, much more akin to a goose in size 
and you’d do well to see them in Shrop¬ 
shire, although it’s not unheard of. 

The larger Whoopers are more often 
sighted throughout the winter and can be 
tracked down using the Shropshire Or¬ 
nithological Society’s website, (see: Bird Re¬ 
ports) who do a wonderful job in preserving 
some of their wetland habitat.

Calls for more to 
be done to help 
county's lonely 

MORE should be done to combat loneliness in the elderly 
in Shropshire, a charity has said following a report that 
highlighted an increase in calls for help. 

Shropshire’s Age UK branch made the call after it was 
revealed a 24-hour helpline that was founded by Esther 
Rantzen has been inundated with calls. 

According to national statistics there are around 10,000 
lonely people in Shropshire alone, which means they go a 
month or more without any contact with family, friends or 
neighbours. 

The Silver Line has received around 300,000 calls in its 
first year from people saying they felt lonely or isolated, 
and more than half the users said they had no one else to 
talk to. 

Many other users have even called to report abuse or 
neglect in their homes or in residential care. 

The Silver Line uses trained staff to, offer information, 
friendship and advice, link callers to local groups and ser¬ 
vices, offer regular befriending calls, and to protect and 
support those who are suffering abuse and neglect. 

Callers who use the service can sign up to receive a 
weekly friendship call or email and can even join a Silver 
Circle and take part in a regular group call on subjects that 
may interest them. 

Hilary Knight, deputy chief executive, of Age UK Shrop¬ 
shire Telford and Wrekin, said: “Silver Line is a very useful 
service and at Age UK Shropshire Telford & Wrekin we 
very much welcome anything that can help lonely older 
people. 

“Loneliness is a common and widespread issue, and it is 
a miserable thing. It can have a negative impact on health 
and wellbeing, increasing susceptibility to heart disease 
and Alzheimer’s disease for example. And as a local inde¬ 
pendent charity we are working hard to help lonely older 
people. We do have our own hotline called Telephone Bud¬ 
dies, which we run every Monday, but we also have our be¬ 
friending service, which means lonely people in Shropshire 
have weekly visits from our volunteers. 

“At the moment we have around 300 people who use that 
service but we also have a waiting list of around 200 peo¬ 
ple, so we desperately need more volunteers and even the 
money to support them.”

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Ingredients for 
a perfect recipe

No gap is left unfilled in the Por¬ 
sche range, which is why the 911 
GTS has been introduced. But is 
it a model too far for a compre¬ 
hensive range? 

At first glance, the 911 GTS might look 
very familiar, but this particular variant is all 
about the details. In the grand hierarchy, the 
GTS sits between the quickest ‘normal’ vari¬ 
ant - the Carrera S - and the precision track 
instrument that is the GT3. Not only does the 
GTS fill this gap for buyers who want some¬ 
thing a little madder but not bonkers, it also 
bridges a significant price void too. 

So your GTS comes with a more powerful 
3.8-litre engine, unique suspension tuning, 
the choice of two or four-wheel-drive, coupe 
or convertible, Turbo-look front spoiler, gor¬ 
geous centre-lock wheels and the wider 
body. 

Added together, these additions would 
cost more from the options list, so you’re 
getting a little something for nothing. 

Balanced 

Although the basic shape is the same, the 
911 ’s looks depend very much on the model 
you choose. The GTS has that bigger Tur¬ 
bo front bumper with bigger scoops which 
makes it look more aggressive, but this is 
balanced by the wider body at the rear. Add 
in those beautiful centre-lock alloy wheels 
and, depending on the colour, it undoubted¬ 
ly looks superb. 

A Carrera S looks a little more pure, but 
it’s less fussy than the full-on Turbo. 

The GTS badge also has kudos of its own 
amongst 911 fans; it’s not just another spe¬ 
cial edition and demands respect. 

The 911 in any guise is still a relatively 
compact car and sticks with the so-called 
2+2 arrangement. That means two proper 
seats in the front and occasional seats in the 
rear, although the GTS does give you the op¬ 


tion to delete the rear seats if you wish. 

It’s the front seats you want to be in of 
course, and you get leather-trimmed sports 
seats as standard that are very comfortable 
and supportive. 

Being rear-engined, the boot is in the 
front, but it’s actually quite spacious and the 
space is a sensible shape. Storage space 
inside is a little more tight however. 

The key mechanical changes to the GTS 
make themselves felt as soon as you drive 
away. With a unique suspension tune and 
one that is a little stiffer than the Carrera S, 
the GTS is clearly more focussed. However, 
the standard-fit Porsche Active Suspension 
Management (PASM) means you can dial 
up three different suspension settings to suit 
the conditions. That means it’s still capable 
of being used every day without causing you 
grief. 

But it’s when it is being stretched that the 
GTS comes in to its own. 

The stats show it is more powerful and 
faster than a Carrera S, but, as the driver, all 


you know is that it is a sensationally quick 
car. The engine crackles away (helped by 
the standard sports exhaust) as the revs 
rise and it feels so torquey and unbursta- 
ble you can rev it hard or make it slog. 

When driven hard the GTS’ class shows; 
sharp and communicative steering, un- 
shakeable brakes and beautiful poise. It’s 
hard to want for anything more. 

All versions of the GTS bar the four- 
wheel-drive Cabriolet check in under 
£100,000, which is still a lot of money. But 
compared to the Carrera S, the amount of 
standard kit added for the modest price in¬ 
crease is well worth it; it’s also significantly 
cheaper than the more desirable but hard¬ 
er to live with GT3. 

There are plenty of people out there 
who want to buy a 911 or are about to, so 
there’s no shortage of potential. Howev¬ 
er with the range now encompassing 12 
models before you even get to the Turbos 
and the GT3, you could argue that there’s 
too much choice.

But the GTS is the sweet spot in the 
range; it’s fast without being silly, easy to 
drive yet fun to drive hard and looks great 
without lurching into overkill. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Crafted. 

If this car was a ... meal, it would be ra- 
tatouille; just the right ingredients blended 
to perfection. 


Used car buyers are

Used car buyers are spending over 
£1,500 more than they need to by choos¬ 
ing industry-recommended models 
rather than shopping around for similar 
models which are cheaper to run, ac¬ 
cording to new research.

Nothing better for off-road

The latest Toyota Land Cruiser 
is built of strong stuff and will 
do just about anything you ask - 
but there’s a price to pay. 

The Land Cruiser is backed by over 
60 years of all-wheel-drive engineering 
and lives up to its reputation for tough¬ 
ness and go-anywhere ability. But you 
get what you pay for and the model on 
test would cost a hefty £55,020. 

The Invincible with a four cylinder diesel, 
three litre engine and full-time four wheel 
drive came with a five speed automatic 
gearbox and checked in at £52,960 but a 
safety pack and metallic paint pushed the 
price up another £2,000. 

It’s hard not to be impressed by the stur¬ 



dy looks and impressive cabin though and 
if you’ve got that sort of disposable cash 
the Land Cruiser is a pretty good alterna¬ 
tive in competitive sector. 

You get the feeling that the Land Cruiser 
is happier off-road and it’s probably not as 
agile as some of the competition on-road 
and is a nightmare to park on busy streets. 

It has a low ratio gearbox and lockable 
centre differential for improved traction. 

But the test car was completely at home 
on the motorway and a pleasure to take 
on a long journey. There’s a fair amount 
of lean in bends and the car does bounce 
around on rough surfaces though. 

You need to be pretty mobile to even get 
in and out because there’s a high driving 
position, which means visibility is great 
when behind the wheel. A superb rear-view 
camera is a real bonus for reversing into 
those tight spaces - you need all the help 
you can get. 

It’s a practical car too and is highly ad¬ 
aptable from one to seven seats. For ex¬ 
ample when seating four, the middle seat 
of the second row can be stowed to allow 
more elbow room. 

The blind spot warning system is a real 
bonus with a monitoring system in place 
when you indicate to change lanes using 
radars in the door mirrors. If it senses a 
car a symbol flashes in the door mirror, 
changing to an audible warning if you get 
too close. 

The Land Cruiser is a safe option with 
seven airbags, active front head restraints 
and cruise control. And you won’t break in 
easily either with deadlocks, an alarm sys¬ 
tem and glass break sensors meaning the 
model is a secure as it gets. 

You get hill-start control, downhill assist

control, limited slip differential, 4-wheel ac¬ 
tive height control, crawl control, multi-ter¬ 
rain options and smart energy stop-start 
function. 

There’s dusk sensing headlights, 
rain-sensing wipers, auto-dimming rear¬ 
view mirror along with front and rear park¬ 
ing sensors. 

Rear seat passengers aren’t forgotten 
with an entertainment system, heated 
seats and individual climate controls. 

Cheaper models in the range get climate 


control, alloy wheels and Bluetooth but ex¬ 
pect to pay a premium if you want leather, 
Sat-Nav or Bluetooth connectivity. 

The test model had a top speed of 
109mph and reached 62mph in 11 sec¬ 
onds. Fuel consumption reflects the size 
with 34.9mpg on the combined cycle and 
C02 emissions are high at 213g/km. 

The Land Cruiser would not be my first 
choice in this sector but if you need to use 
the vehicle to it’s full off-road capacity you 
won’t find anything better.

Llanymynech youngster 
gets Team GB chance 


A TEENAGE cyclist from Llanymynech, 
who hopes one day to ride in the Olym¬ 
pics, has taken the first steps towards 
achieving his dream. 

Tomos Owens, who at age 15, is the 
youngest rider of the Shrewsbury-based 
Paramount Performance Cycling Racing 
Team has been invited to become an 
Olympic Development Apprentice with 
the Great Britain Cycling Team. 

The young rider from Llanymynech was 
chosen for the scheme after coaches rec¬ 
ognised him as a skilful racer with poten¬ 
tial to develop into a world class athlete. 

As an apprentice the former under-12 
British Circuit Series champion will be 
trained by British Cycling coaches and 
have access to world class facilities. 

The scheme lasts one to two years and 
if Owens demonstrates continued pro¬ 
gress and performance he will graduate 
onto the Olympic Graduate Programme 
and will be another step closer to realis¬ 
ing his Olympic dreams. 

The Year 11 Llanfyllin School pupil 
said: “I’ve not really had a great season 
so to be recognised by British Cycling for 
this apprenticeship scheme is amazing. 

“I would love to compete in the Olym¬ 
pics one day. It would be absolutely awe¬ 
some so this is one giant step closer to 
realising that ambition.” 

The youngster is used to putting in 
hours of training around his school stud¬ 
ies but the apprenticeship will mean 
participating in regular 10-hour training 


days and workshops at Manchester Velo¬ 
drome to improve skill and performance. 

“It will be hard work but I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to it,” said the young rider. 

“I would spend all day every day on the 
bike if I could but I am doing my GCSEs 
this year so have to dedicate some time 
to study and revision.” 

Owens first got into cycling when he 
was just nine-years-old after being en¬ 
couraged by his grandfather who was 
also a keen cyclist. 

As well as becoming British champion 
Owens has also been the British Track 
Omnium champion twice and Welsh Om¬ 
nium Champion. He also won the Welsh 
Road Championships when he was 10, 
11,12 and as a 13-year-old. 

While competing in the Olympics would 
be a dream come true for Owens, who 
enjoys road cycling more than track rid¬ 
ing, has his sights set on riding in the Tour 
of Flanders and in the Paris-Roubaix. 

Ben Lawrence, managing director of 
Shrewsbury-based insurance broker 
Beaumont Lawrence, which sponsors the 
Paramount Performance CRT team, and 
the racing team manager, said: “Tomos is 
an extremely talented cyclist and this is a 
fantastic opportunity for him to improve 
his skill and performance on the bike. 

“We will be fully supporting him 
throughout the apprenticeship and hope 
one day to see him in the Olympics.”
